The tragedy to o k place in the 
garage in the rear o f the Stev­ 
ens’ ho me abo u t 1:15 o’clock. A 
bro ther it was said, was almo st 
an eye witness to the fatal sho o t­ 
ing as he stepped into the do o r 
of the garage at almo st 
the 
identical time th at the gu n was 
fired. 
The bro ther spread the alarm 
and neighbo rs gathered at once. 
The yo u th died a few 
minu tes 
later. The body was left as it was 
fo u nd to await the arrival 
of 
co u nty co ro ner Lowell M. Green 
who had been su mmo ned sho rtly 
after death o ccu rred. The yo u ng 
man had been emplo yed with his 
father as a barber in Glenwood. 
Gerald 
Stevens 
was 
well 
kno wn o ver the co u nty fo r one 
so yo u ng. .He was a gradu ate of 
New Salem high school with the 
class of 19 26 and o ne o f the 
stars o n the New Salem basket 
ball team. 
His large 
physiqu e 
made him an o u tstanding player 
in any game. 
His father, Jesse Stevens, was 
a barber in Ru shville fo r a long 
time bu t had lived in vario u s 
Darts o f the co u nty befo re mo v­ 
ing to Glenwood less 
than a 
year ago. In 
additio n to the 
yo u ng m an’s parents, two bro ­ 
thers, Pau l and Mo rris su rvive 
him. 
The pisto l u sed in the su icide 
was a 32-caliber weapo n and be­ 
lo nged to the boys father.

The tribe of On on d aga In d ian s, which has 
its reservaticyi n ear Syracuse, N. Y., is n ot goin g 
to vote in the comin g presid en tial election , d e­ 
spite the fact th a t the right to d o so was re­ 
cen tly con ferred on them. 
For the On on d agas, some 
600 in n umber, 
con ten d th a t they are n ot citizen s of the Un ited 
n ation , they say, an d the On on d agas are an in ­ 
sta te s at all. They are citizen s of the On on d aga 
d epen d en t people, just as the Fren ch an d G er­ 
m an s are. 
To 
be 
sure, the On on d aga n ation 
happen s to be located within the con fin es of the 
U n ited States; 
but the In d ian lead ers d eclare 
th a t makes n o d ifferen ce. 
“We were a n ation before the white m an 
came,” says a spokesman for the tribe. 
“We 
d on ’t w an t to vote ex cept in the affairs of our 
own n ation .” 
We are accustomed to thin kin g of all Ameri­ 
can In d ian s, with the possible ex ception of the 
southw estern build ers of puebloes, as savages, 
pure an d simple. To hear an d In d ian ban d ex ­ 
pressin g prid e in its an cestral heritage, an d a 


d eterm in ation to m ain tain its n ation al ex isten ce 
as it was in the d ays before w ritten history, 
comes as a surprise. 
But it n eed n ’t. 
Too 
man y of our "history 
books have failed to d o the In d ian simple jus­ 
tice. 
Jud ged by European stan d ard s, the In d ian 
a couple of cen turies ago was* utterly un civilized . 
He lived a wild ern ess life; 
his agricultural d e­ 
velopmen t was scan ty, he could n ot work an y 
metals, an d he had a cod e of life th a t mad e him 
un speakably cruel to his en emies. 
It was on ly 
n atural th a t the early settlers should con sid er 
him fit on ly for ex term in ation . 
Yet his way of life suited the con d ition s un ­ 
d er which he lived . It brought him a d egree of 
happin ess. 
If he was cruel, he was brave; 
if 
he kn ew little bf farmin g, he raised en ough crops 
for his own n eed s. He had a sort of stocial d ig­ 
n ity th at helped him to meet life’s pitfalls w ith­ 
out flin chin g. 
Un d er the white m an ’s rule the In d ian has 
n ot, as a gen eral thin g, been very happy. Mod ­ 
ern civilization came upon him too sud d en ly. He 
wasn ’t read y for a life of motor cars, big cities 
an d settled peace. 
Is it an y won d er he looks 
back to the old d ays an d d ecid es th a t he would 
be happier livin g then th an he is n ow? 
1 The On on agas’ prid e in their trad ition s, an d 
their in sisten ce on their in d epen d en t, separate 
ex isten ce, are n ot so hard to un d erstan d , after 
all.

Gerald Stevens, 21, son of Jesse 


Stevens of Glenwood, and a for- 
mer resident of Rushville, com- 
mitted suicide shorlty after noon 
today 
by 
shooting 
himself 


through the heart with a revolv- 
er. No reason for the act was 
given. The young man 
lived 


about fifteen minutes after firing 
the fatal shot. 


The tragedy took place in the 


garage in the rear of the Stev- 
ens' home about 1:15 o'clock. A 
brother it was said, was almost 
an eye witness to the fatal shoot- 
ing as he stepped into the door 
of the garage at almost 
the 


identical time that the gun was 
fired. 


The brother spread the alarm 


and neighbors gathered at once. 
The youth died a few 
minutes 


later. The body was left as it was 
found to await the arrival 
of 


county coroner Lowell M. Green 
who had been summoned shortly 
after death occurred. The young 
man had been employed with his 
father as a barber hi Glenwood. 


Gerald 
Stevens was 
weil 


known over the county for one 
so young. Jle was a graduate of 
New Salem high school with the 
class of 1926 and one of the 
stars on the New Salem basket 
ball team. His large physique 
made him an outstanding player 
in any game. 


His father, Jesse Stevens, was 


a barber in Rushville for a long 
time but had lived in various 
narts of the county before mov- 
ing to Glenwood less than a 
year ago.

For the Onondagas, some 600 in number, 


.'. contend that they are not citizens of the United 
• nation, they say, and the Onondagas are an in- 


states at all. They are citizens of the Onondaga 
dependent, people, just as the French and Ger- 


• mans are. To be sure, the Onondaga nation 


happens to be located within the confines of the 
United, States; but the Indian leaders declare 
that makes no difference. 


"We were a nation before the white man 


came," says a spokesman for the tribe. "We 
don't want to vote except in the affairs of our 
own nation." 


We are accustomed to thinking of all Ameri- 


can Indians, with the possible exception of the 


• 
southwestern builders of puebloes, as savages, 


•• 
pure and simple. To hear and Indian band ex- 


); pressing pride in its ancestral heritage, and a 


determinatlpn to maintain its' national exte$enc$ 
as it was in the days before written bostpyy. 
comes as a surprise. 


But it needn't. TOO many of our 


books have failed to do the Indian sample 
tice. 


Judged by European standards, the India? 


a couple of centuries ago was. utterly uncivilized. 
He lived a wilderness life; his agricultural te- 
vetopment was scanty, he could nqt , work anx 
metals, and he had a code of life that made him 
unspeakably cruel to his enemies. It was only 
natural that the early settlers should consider 
him -fit only for extermination. 


Yet his way -of life suited the conditions unr 


der which he lived. It brought him a degree of 
happiness. If he was cruel, he was brave; if 
he knew little bf farming, he raised enough crops 
for. his own needs. He had a sort of stocial dig- 
nity that helped him to meet life's pitfalls vwithr 
out flinching. 


Under the white man's rule the Indian has 


not, as a general thing, been very happy." Mod- 
ern civilization came upon him too suddenly. He 
wasn't ready for a life of motor cars, big cities 
and settled peace. Is it any wonder he looks 
back to the old days and decides that he would 
be happier living then than he is now?
